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Force puts extra 
police on streets 


ADDITIONAL police will 
be patrolling the streets 
of Haverhill as a 
precaution against 
disorder and to reassure 
people concerned about 
the rioting that has 
broken out across the 
UK. 

Suffolk Police sent a unit of 
32 officers to London on 
Monday and deployed 
further staff on Tuesday 
afternoon and overnight to 
help arrest, identify or deter 
people from rioting and 
looting in the capital. 

The force said it will have 
significant numbers of police on 
duty in Suffolk, despite the mission 
to London, and added that officers 
will maintain a presence day and 
night. 

Additional officers and PCSOs 
will be making precautionary 
patrols in some of Suffolk’s towns, 
including Haverhill, to provide 
high-visibility reassurance. 

They will be visiting businesses, 
community venues and other 
locations to give advice.

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Marshall said: “We are working 
hard to ensure the county remains 
safe and we have sufficient trained 
police officers on duty to deal with 
any situation should it arise.” 

The force is trying to put 
rumours to rest which have 
appeared on social networking 
sites about disorder taking place 
around Suffolk. 

ACC Marshall said: “We would 
like to inform residents of Suffolk 
that there is no unrest here in the 
county. We understand how 
distressing these rumours must be 
to residents of Suffolk and can 
assure people there is no substance 
in them.” 

The force has advised retailers 
concerned about the safety of their 
business to check regularly for 
suspicious activity outside their 
building, to identify areas 
vulnerable to forced entry and to 
ensure CCTV is working properly. 

The force has urged parents to 
ask their children where they are 
and who they are with.

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Ex-councillor hits 
out over shop plan

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FORMER councillor Mick 
Graham has accused 
members of Haverhill Town 
Council of abusing their 
position over proposals to 
buy a town centre shop to 
lease out. 

Mr Graham, of Quendon Place, 
a former member of the town 
council, said he was furious that 
the authority is considering a plan 
to buy an empty shop and rent it 
out at a lower rate in a bid to boost 
the town centre. 

Mr Graham said: “I think it is a 
foolish idea. I am sure they mean 
well, but I don’t think they have 
thought it through very well. How 
can they justify their council tax 
rise when they are talking of doing 
this with our money? I think 
people need to speak out against it 
before it becomes policy. 

“It is not just shops we need, it is 
putting money in people’s pockets. 
Free car parking would encourage 


people to come out and spend and 
a drop in council tax. 

“Why can’t we have one council 
instead of three and cut back on 
top-tier staff who earn up to 
£ 200 , 000 ? 

“It is senseless we are in a 
recession and this kind of thing 
will make things worse, not 


better.” 

Haverhill town clerk Gordon 
Mussett said the plan still had to 
be agreed by the town council, but 
could help attract new shops by 
reducing rent by about a third, at 
no cost to the taxpayer. He added: 
“It is in the proposed plan because 
of public concern about the retail 


offer in the High Street. The town 
council can try to encourage more 
people to the town centre by 
staging events and having 
attractions, but currently has little 
influence over market rents or 
national non-domestic rates. 

“During recent public meetings, 
residents have raised their 
concerns over the lack of variety of 
shops, and the increasing number 
of empty shops. 

“Rents are set by landlords, most 
of whom are large organisations 
with no affinity for the town. And 
the rateable value of commercial 
premises is determined by the 
levels of rent landlords are asking 
or achieving. While this situation 
exists there will continue to be a 
poor retail offer in the town. 

“There will be a cash benefit to 
the town council because the rent 
return after, say, 10 years will 
exceed the loan repayments, so 
residents will benefit. Yes, there 
still has to be a willingness on the 
part of retailers to want to trade in 
Haverhill, but the belief is that 
lower market rents will make the 
choice of Haverhill a more 
attractive one.” 


Cat charity cuts 
adoption fee to 
help ease crisis 

REDUCED adoption fees are being 
introduced by a cat rescue group to cope 
with a continuing influx of cats and kittens 
needing homes. 

The Haverhill Branch of Cats Protection 
recently appealed for homes for kittens, 
many of them rescued after being dumped 
in the Haverhill area. 

Kornelia Teelucksingh, welfare officer for 
the Haverhill branch, said: “All the appeals 
have had a very good response. We are now 
struggling as people are not adopting cats.” 

The group is currently offering their cats 
and kittens at reduced adoption fees. Their 
cats are vaccinated against cat flu, enteritis 
and feline leukaemia, identichipped, 
neutered and checked for any health 
problems by a veterinary surgeon. The 
special offer also includes a neutering 
voucher for kittens. 

Cats Protection, the oldest charity 
dedicated to cats, urges people to adopt 
from them because they are struggling to 
cope and some branches have had to close 
their waiting lists. The branch has more 
than 20 cats and kittens available for 
adoption. The charity is also in urgent need 
of more fosterers to look after kittens 
awaiting new homes. The branch is 
responsible for all costs involved in 
fostering all the fosterer needs to give is lots 
of tender loving care.

“NHS Suffolk has commis¬ 
sioned Live Well Suffolk to 
provide a range of programmes, 
initiatives and campaigns that

will help the population 
understand the dangers of 
unhealthy lifestyles. For those 
who want to make a change - 
however big or small - we have 
programmes of help and support 
available.” 

Coaches will work with clients 
to develop personal health plans 
and provide follow-up support on 
practical lifestyle improvements. 

They will also provide a range 
of free, accessible, group-based 
activities starting next month, 
including cook-and-eat classes, 
breathing and relaxation sessions 
and light aerobics. 

There will also be intensive 
one-to-one and group support to 
smokers to quit, seeing patients 
on a weekly basis with behav¬ 
ioural and pharmacological 
support. 

This service will specialise in 
providing advice to clients who 
are finding it particularly hard to 


quit and those with increased 
need for support, such as 
pregnant women and those with 
mental health conditions. 

An adult weight management 
service will be offered, called Fit 
Fans, a 12-week community 
based program which promotes 
healthy eating and an increase in 
physical activity to achieve 
weight loss. 

The scheme is open to adults 
with a BMI over 30, or a BMI over 
28 with medical co-morbidities. 
There is also a 12-week child 
weight management program 
called Alive N Kicking, available 
to people aged 2-18 who are 
overweight or obese. 

In addition, there is a program 
of low-impact, guided walks and 
Live Well Suffolk also runs a 
Health Champion scheme in 
partnership with SAVO (Suffolk 
Association of Volunteer 
Organisations).

CHARGES of rape and indecent 
assault of young boys have been 
denied by a 36-year-old man. 

Benjamin Waldron of Strawberry 
Fields, Haverhill, indicated that he would 
be pleading not guilty to all the charges 
against him, when he appeared before 
Bury St Edmunds magistrates on 
Thursday, August 4. 

The case against Waldron was sent to 
Ipswich Crown Court by magistrates and 
he was granted bail on condition that he 
does not contact witnesses involved in 
the case, and does not go to Stoke on 
Trent. 

Waldron faces two charges of rape of a 
boy under 13 between May 2004 and 
December 2009 at Haverhill, two charges 
of indecent assault on a boy aged under 
16 at Stoke on Trent between December 
2003 and February 2004, one charge of 
assaulting a boy under 13 by touching 
between May 2004 and December 2004 at 
Haverhill and two more identical charges 
at Haverhill, one between December 2005 
and December 2006 and another 
between December 2006 and December 
2007. 

A preliminary hearing will be held at 
Ipswich Crown Court on August 16 and 
the trial is due to take place between 
December this year and February next 
year. Magistrates made an order that the 
children involved in the case should not 
be identified.

J 'ONAS Zimnicki 
is a sportsman 
on a mission, 
ithjust under a 
year until the 
London Olympics 
begin and - with the 
2012 games firmly 
in his sights, the 
sprinter is training 
hard. Every spare 
minute is spent in 
the gym or out on 
the track. 

With an average 100m 
time under 13.5 seconds, 
it’s amazing to think the 
29-year-old only took up 
running a year ago. 

When you consider that 
lonas is also an amputee 
- who runs with a 
prosthetic right leg - the 
feat becomes utterly 
awe-inspiring. 

“I can still remember 
being in the rehab clinic 
with other amputees 
who felt, having lost a 
limb, their lives were 
over,” reflects lonas, who 
lives in Cambridge. “I’ve 
proved that’s just not 
true. Losing any part of 
your body, like losing 
someone close to you, is 
a kind of bereavement. 
But there’s no point 
getting bitter about it: 
with the right kind of 
support, you can go out 
there and do whatever 
you want - anything is 
possible.”

Paralympic talent scouts 
at a sporting open day 
last year, lonas has been 
sprinting ever since and 
- thanks to expert 
coaching, a special 
running blade and his 
own unswerving 
dedication - his chances 
of making the games are 
rising all the time. 

“I want to run for 
Britain as a way of saying 
thank you,” explains 
lonas who, born and 
raised in Lithuania, 
recently took British 
citizenship. “This 
country has given me a 
new start - this is my 
way of giving something 
back.” 

When lonas arrived in 
the UK, in the autumn of 
2004, he had only 
recently lost his leg, 
spoke no English, and 
had a debt to pay; his 
sister, Alicia, had loaned 
him £5,000 to pay for his 
first proper prosthetic 
limb. 

Within a matter of 
months, lonas had 
repaid the loan. In two 
years, he’d learned the 
language. In three years, 
he’d trained for and 
secured his dream job as 
a fitness instructor. And 
now, almost seven years 
on, he’s aiming to 
represent Team GB at the 
2012 Paralympics. 


“I suppose I am proud, 
in a way,” smiles lonas. 
“But I think my parents 
would be more proud if I 
went home to the farm 
and started milking a few 
cows, to be honest.” 

Born to Polish parents, 
lonas grew up in north¬ 
east Lithuania on the 
family farm. He was born 
with one leg significantly 
shorter than the other; 
by the time he stopped 
growing, around the age 
of 19, his right leg was 
some 25 cm shorter than 
the left. 

“I still don’t know 
why,” reflects lonas. 
“There were quite a few 
kids born like that in 
Eastern Europe in the 
early 1980s. It might 
have had something to 
do with Chernobyl, and 
there was a certain 
medication given to 
pregnant women that 
caused some problems 

“But my parents didn’t 
want to think about it, 
really. I think they felt a 
bit, well, almost 
ashamed. Living in 
Eastern Europe at that 
time with a disabled 
child wasn’t that easy.” 

For years lonas used a 
very basic walking aid: a 
heavy contraption 
fashioned from wood, 
metals and leather 
straps. “I thought I was 
fine -1 was working on 
the farm and had no real 
problems - but then my 
sister suggested seeing a 
specialist in Warsaw The 


doctors there told me my 
foot was twisting and, if 
it was left, it would cause 
big problems with my 
knee, my hip, then my 
back. 

“At first I thought they 
didn’t know what they 
were talking about. So I 
went back home to the 
farm and carried on as 
before. But then I started 
thinking and realised 
that maybe they were 
talking sense, that I 
couldn’t just leave it.” 

A two-hour operation, 
to remove the right foot 
and a 10cm length of 
calf, followed. “I 
remember coming 
round and not being 
able to feel the lower half 
of my body. That was a 
bit scary... And it was 
very painful. They were 
injecting morphine and 
stuff, but it wasn’t 
working: I didn’t sleep 
for five days and five 
nights. When my mum 
came to see me, after a 
month, she said I’d aged 
four or five years.” 

Eventually transferred 
to a rehab unit, lonas, 
then aged 20, began to 
learn how to walk again. 
“I was very lucky, 
because I went to what is 
probably the best clinic 
in the whole country. But 
I was scared: scared I’d 
made the wrong decision 
and that I’d actually end 
up less able-bodied than 
I was before.” 

With the loan from 
Alicia, lonas was able to 
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adopted city of Cambridge - which he says he has fallen in

buy a better quality - and 
considerably lighter - 
artificial limb. “It still 
took some getting used 
to. And I kept having to 
go back and have fittings: 
it takes a long time for 
the swelling in the stump 
to go down, so the socket 
kept having to be altered. 
The clinic was 600 miles 
away from home, a 12- 
hour journey, which 
didn’t help. 

“Then my sister and 
her boyfriend decided to 
buy an apartment and 
she said Tm very sorry, I 
need the money back’, 
which was fair enough. 

And that’s the point when 
I decided to come here.” 

Thanks to a cousin, 
who had already 
emigrated, Jonas was 
given both lodging and 
employment as soon as 
he arrived. “He got me a 
job washing dishes at a 
pub in Grantchester,” 
laughs Jonas. “He told 
them my English was OK, 
but all I could say was ‘Hi’ 
and ‘Bye’... 

“It was a bit strange to 
start with, but exciting 
too. I know what my 
parents’ life is like and, as 
an only son, working on 
the family farm, I could 
see my whole life 
stretching out before me, 
exactly the same as 
theirs. Then I came here 
and realised that, if I 
wanted to, I could lead a 
completely different life.” 

Determined to repay 
his sister as swiftly as 
possible, Jonas soon took 
on a second job as a 
cleaner at Cambridge 
Regional College. “I’d 
clean at the college in the 
daytime, then work in the 
pub in the evening. I’d 
intended to stay in the 
UK for eight months. 

When the eight months 
were up, I’d repaid my 
sister and saved up a bit 


too: when you can’t speak 
the language it’s hard to 
spend money! So I 
decided to stay for a bit 
longer and learn English. 

“I’d fallen in love with 
Cambridge: it’s beauty, 
the international 
population. It’s not quite 
like home, but there’s 
something special about 
it for me. These days I 
actually feel a bit like a 
tourist when I go home to 
Lithuania.” 

A part-time English 
course at CRC followed: 
“I’d study from 9am until 
Jpm, then clean from 
Jpm until 7pm. I knew I 
didn’t want to be cleaning 
toilets forever and I’ve 
always been interested in 
fitness, so I asked the 
gym manager what 
qualifications I’d need to 
work there - and then I 
went away and got 
them.” 

After passing his exams 
and working at the gym 
as a volunteer for a while, 
Jonas joined the staff; he’s 
now a full-time fitness 
and classes co-ordinator. 
“I love my job. Helping 
other people reach their 
own goals is great.” 

Settling in central 
Cambridge, Jonas began 
looking for a sport to do 
in his spare time: for 
three years, he was a 
member of a wheelchair 
basketball squad. But it 
wasn’t until he went to 
the Paralympic talent- 
spotting event in 
Birmingham that he 
finally found his niche - 
on the running track. 

“I’d seen all these 
emails saying the search 
was on to find 
Paralympic talent,” he 
explains. “So I decided to 
go to this open day. We 
tried all kinds of different 
sports - rowing, 
basketball, running - but 
I quickly decided to focus 


on the JOOm and 200m; 
I’ve been training ever 
since.” 

Jonas has a packed 
schedule. He has J3 
training sessions a week, 
several of which take 
place down in London, 
where he’s coached 
alongside fellow 
Paralympic hopeful 
Johnny Peacock, of 
Chatteris, who lost a 
lower leg to meningitis. 

Jonas also needs 
regular physio and deep- 
tissue massage; running 
with a prosthetic puts 
added strain on other 
areas of his body, 
particularly the lower 
back. “It takes 30 per cent 
more energy for an 
amputee to do something 
- even walking down the 
street - than someone 
able-bodied,” he 
explains. 

Taking it all into 
account - treatments and 
travel expenses alone add 
up to £J25 a week- 
training is proving an 
expensive business and 
Jonas is looking for a 
sponsor. “It would be 
amazing to get some 
sponsorship to help with 
the costs - and also to 
know that someone else 
really believes in me.” 

Whatever happens, 
Jonas is determined not 
to give up. His aim is to 
get his JOOm time down 
to a qualifying J2.2 
seconds and make it into 
Team GB. “What keeps 
me going? I don’t look too 
far into the future,” Jonas 
concludes. “I stay in the 
here and now, in the 
moment - and I try to 
make the very most of it.”

Nothing 

The feisty battle of wits between 
Beatrice and Benedick - two 
headstrong individuals who, despite 
their protesting, seem destined to be 
together - is played out in the 
stunning gardens of King’s College 
this month. 

Vowing never to marry, the pair 
are caught up in a web of trickery 
by their friends who attempt to 
bring them together. Meanwhile, 
Claudio and Hero fall for each 
other at first sight, until their 
innocent love is threatened by 
another, more troubling scheme. 

Much Ado is one of the few in 
the Shakespeare canon where the 
majority of the text is written in 
prose.

Here, the lovers’ innocent but 
doomed romance is played out 
beneath the stars in what should be 
a heart-wrenching and memorable 
performance. 

Macbeth 

As dusk turns to dawn in Trinity 
College Gardens, witness the weird 
and wondrous events which lead to 
Macbeth’s dramatic downfall in this 
traditional performance of The 
Scottish Play. 

Told he is destined to be king by 
a trio of witches, Macbeth 
welcomes King Duncan into his 
home where a dastardly chain of 
bloody events unfolds. 

Written between 1603 and 1607, 
around the time of the Gunpowder 
Plot, Macbeth was seen as a 


celebration of the Stuart dynasty. 

Apparently King James I 
believed himself to be a descendant 
of the real Banquo, whose existance 
is recorded in Holins bed’s 
Chronicles - a history of Britain 
published in 1587 (although this 
Banquo seems to have been less 
noble than his fictional counterpart, 
being recorded as an acomplice to a 
king’s murder rather than a loyal 
subject.) 

All’s Well That Ends Well 

Despite such an optimistic title, the 
loose ends of this ‘problem play’ 
aren’t all necessarily rounded-up by 
the curtain call. 

Following the fortunes of 
Helena, an orphan and ward of the 
Countess of Rousillon, as she 
attempts to win the heart of the man 
she love, All’s Well That Ends Well 


is full of comic moments but, like 
The Taming of the Shrew, is up to 
the company - and the audience - 
to interpret. 

The barriers of birth and rank, as 
well as her lover, Count Bertram’s 
indifference, prevent Helena’s 
fairytale going quite the way she’d 
planned. 

But her quick wit and loyal 
friends help her fulfil the 
requirements of Bertram’s 
seemingly impossible ultimatum 
which will lead to them being 
united as man and wife. 

All’s Well is performed in the 
gardens at Robinson College.

MR POPPER’S PENGUINS

BASED on the children's book 
by Richard and Florence 
Atwater, Mr Popper's 
Penguins is a cutesy tale of 
errant fathers, emotionally 
damaged offspring and 
feathered friends, whose fates 
collide in New York City. 

A Christmas release would 
have better suited Mark 
Waters's whimsical 
confection, when the lashings 
of sticky sweet sentiment are 
easier to swallow, and the 
chill outside mirrors the 
swathes of snow and ice on 
the big screen. 

Like the birds at the film's 
emotional core, Jim Carrey 
and co will struggle to take 
flight in a summer overloaded 
with flashier blockbusters. 

The screenwriters certainly 
don't help, having the titular 
father deliver a patriotic 
grandstand speech about the 
glory of America. 

The film opens in 1976 with 
young, rosy-cheeked Tommy 
Popper communicating with 
his explorer father in 


Antarctica using a CB radio 
and the handles Tippytoes 
and Bald Eagle. 

Fast forward to the present 
day and Thomas (Jim Carrey) 
has become a workaholic real 
estate developer. 

In order to secure promotion, 
Thomas must persuade Mrs 
Van Gundy (Angela Lansbury) 
to sell the Tavern On The 
Green restaurant in Central 
Park. She rebuffs his pitch, 
determined to sell the historic 
property to a person of worth. 
While he attempts to close 
the deal, Thomas receives his 
inheritance from his late 
father: six Gentoo penguins, 


which take over his life and 
rebuild bridges with ex-wife 
Amanda (Carla Gugino) and 
children. 

Mr Popper's Penguins is a 
saccharine family-oriented 
comedy, which hammers 
home the central message 
about parental responsibility 
and love triumphing over 
adversity. 

Carrey reins in his usual 
mugging and is completely 
upstaged by the real and 
digitally rendered birds, who 
wreak havoc at a swanky party 
in the Guggenheim museum 
with its sloping spiral walkway.

GARDENING 


Greens and pleasant land 


T HE Open 

Championship has 
ended - but work 
continues to ensure the green 
and the fairways remain in 
tip top condition. 

Graham Royden, head 
greenkeeper at Royal St George’s in 
Kent, where the famous golf 
competition is held, says that 
gardeners can work towards making 
their grass look as good as his. 

“The big difference between the 
course here at Royal St George’s and 
garden lawns is that we use a 
different type of grass seed and 
spend literally hundreds of hours 
tending the turf. But, that said, a few 
simple tips can help any gardener 
achieve almost perfect results,” he 
adds. 

“The thing not to do is attempt to 
keep the grass as short as we do 
here on the course. I support the 
concept among domestic gardeners 
of keeping an area of grass either 
uncut during the season or at least 
left longer for the benefit of 
wildlife.” 

Royden and his team, who work 
around the clock to ensure that the 
famous course is in top condition 
for the event, have a fleet of grass- 
cutting machines and equipment 
which includes more than 20 
mowers, tractors, scarifiers and 
other equipment. 

But regular gardeners won’t need 
such a wealth of machinery. Royden 
says there are five key elements to 
ensuring a brilliant lawn.

■ Cut little and often: never take off 
more than a third of the grass blade 
length as this will damage the plant. 
In dry weather, reduce the frequency 
of cut, raise the mower height and 
consider leaving the cuttings on the 
lawn to help feed and shade the 
grass. 

■ Watering: watering domestic 
lawns is a far more contentious issue 
and depends on local water 
availability and any restriction 
notices that may be in force. Royden 
says that keeping moisture in the 
soil profile on a golf course is 
vitally important. 

■ Feeding: the grass at Royal St 
George’s is largely fed by an entirely 
natural product and Royden is a 
keen advocate of environmentally- 
safe feeding. He recommends three 
feeds a year: spring (March to 
April), summer and autumn 
(September to October). It’s 
important to ensure that, when using 
proprietary feeds, you use them 
according to the season as the 
balance of nutrients for a spring 
feed is entirely different to that 


needed in the summer or autumn. 

■ Aeration: aeration is vitally 
important because it allows light, 
moisture and air to reach the 
growing roots of the grass. A 
normal garden fork dug into the 
lawn to a depth of about 10cm (4in) 
and about 15cm (6in) apart is ideal, 
although hollowed tined forks can 
also be used. He suggests that the 
best time for this is in March and 
again in October. 

■ Scarifying: he says that 
scarifying - combing the grass to 
remove dead plants and thatch - 
with a spring-tine rake or a powered 
electric or petrol scarifier should be 
done twice a year; April or May and 
again in September or October to 
encourage new grass growth, and 
this can be achieved either by hand 
with a spring rake or using a 
powered machine. 

Of course, in the hands of the 
skilled greenkeeper a roller does 
useful work - but to use it 
successfully you need to have an 
already smooth lawn. Be warned 
that rollers won’t iron out the 
bumps, but will often make matters 
worse by depressing the hollows 
even further, impeding drainage and 
reducing the air space which is vital 
for healthy grass roots. 

If your grass is in good condition, 
use a roller in spring when the 
surface is dry and the soil is damp. 
Alternatively, choose a good quality 
rotary mower with a roller which 
will give you stripes, providing you 
mow the lawn up and down 
alternately.
